Excellent Crop in Prospect For All But 


the Extreme Southern Section 


of the State. 


Springfield, 111.. Sept. Ifi.—William 


O. Hums, director of tho Illinois sec- 
tion of the weather luiroau of the de- 
partment of agricultural, has Issued 
the following bulletin, covering con- 
ditions existing In the state the last 
week: 
The drouth In tho extreme 


southern counties was practically un- 
broken during the week. 
The distri- 


bution of rainfall varied from llpht, 
scattered showers In the southern dis- 
trict to copious rains in tho extreme 
northern portion of the stato. 
The 


mean temperature was slightly above 
normal, but the dally range was great 
and tho minimum temperatures wore 
rather low. 


"A general and decided improvement 


in tho condition of corn is reported. 
While its advancement was somewhat 
Blow in a few localities of the north- 
ern district, owing to cool nights and 
heavy rainfall and It suffered 
from 


lack of moisture In the extreme south- 
ern portion, it Is believed by a great 
majority of correspondents that an 
excellent crop Is In prospect In all but 
the extreme southern portion of tho 
stato If killing frost does not occur be- 
fore Oct. 1. Some fields have readied 
maturity In the southern portion and 
cutting has begun In a few places. 


"Tho yield of broomcorn and of 


cowpeas Is generally 
disappointing. 


Potatoes range from poor to fair and 
there is some complaint of rotting In 
tho northern district. 


"Vineyard* art- yielding well, and 


the quality of th<; grapes Is excellent. 
Apples continue to drop badly, and the 
outlook Is for a very poor crop."

DROUGHT IN THE OHIO VALLEY 


Conditions There and in the Southern 


States Are Assuming a Serious 
Ph-ise—Com in Southern Ucit k 
Safe From the Frost. 


Washington, Srpt. 1C.—Tho weekly 


summary on the rnip conditions is- 
sued liy the wi'Uthcr bureau says: 


"The weak ended Sept. 11 was ex- 


cesHlvoly wet In tin: Missouri and Mis- 
sissippi valleys and upper 
lake, re- 


gion, while drought conditions over 
the greater part 
of 
the 
Southern 


states and Ohio vulley have become 
more serious. Tin: lomponitiir" con- 
ditions In the central valleys and At- 
lantic coast districts were highly fa- 
vorable, but abnormally cool weather 
prevailed In tho central and northern 
Ilncky mountain districts and tipper 
Missouri valley. Damaging frosts are 
reported In some sections. 


Corn Safe From Frost. 


Except In Iowa, northern Missouri 


and eastern Nebraska, where excess- 
ive moisture has prevented rapid 
ripening, the corn crop has made sat- 
isfactory progress, tho bulk of the 
early planted over tho southern por- 
tion of the belt, being practically safe 
Irom frost. 
In Iowa, northern M'ls- 


sourl and eastern Nebraska the ad- 
vance ban been very slow ami the 
bulk of the crop over the northern 
portion of the corn belt will require 
trom two to threo weeks of ripening 
weather. With the exception of the 
Dakotas no serious injury has resulted 
from cold. 


Damage to Wheat. 


Further delay In threshing of spring 


wheat east of the Rocky mountains 
has resulted from excessive rains, and 
then: has been considerable damage 
to wheat In stack and shock. 
Delay 


In threshing and Injury to grain are 
also reported from WaHhinglon, Ore- 
gon and Idaho. 


In tho cotton belt shedding and rust 


are extensive, and ni''i.e general com- 
plaints of premature opening are re- 
ceived from the central and eastern 
districts. The greater part of the cot- 
Inn belt IB now sneering from drought 
and boll worms are destructive In lo- 
calities. Picking Is progressing rap- 
idly. 


Tobacco Harvest. 


Tobacco harvest 1ms mado favor- 


able progress, except In Wisconsin, 
where it has been delayed by rains. 
In Kentucky considerable Is being cut 
green on account of drought. In Ten- 
nessee Into tobacco Is In need of rain. 


Complaints of premature dropping 


of apples are extensive, and the gen- 
eral outlook for this fruit Is not im- 
proved. 


Blight rot in potatoes In the north-
